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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

L Claims 1-16, drawn to a cranial flap clamp, classified in class 606, subclass 72. 

II. Claims 17-26, drawn to a securing instrument, classified in class 606, subclass 99. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the securing instrument can be used with different types of cranial flap clamps, 
without the particulars of the cranial flap clamps of claims 2, 11 and 13. The subcombination 
has separate utility such as an instrument for crimping tubes. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

A telephone call was made to Brian M. Rothery on 1/23/03 to request an oral election to 
the above restriction requirement and resulted in election of Group I. Affirmation of this election 
must be made by the applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 17-26 are withdrawn 
from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
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application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities. On page 7, line 3, 
"bone flap 26" should be "bone flap 36" to be consistent with the rest of the disclosure. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



Claims 1, 5-6, 8 and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lerch (US 5800436). 

Lerch discloses a clamp (Figure 4) with a first clamping member 21, a second clamping 
member 22 and a pin or extension member 1 1 with a head 1 1 1 to prevent the first clamping 
member 21 from sliding off extension member 11 (col. 1, lines 42-51, col. 2, lines 50-64 and 
Figure 1). Lerch further discloses that excess length of extension member 11 is cut off after 
utilizing a tool of the type employed to fasten blind rivets (col. 3, lines 34-43). A blind rivet type 
device inherently deforms to plug opening 221 in first clamping member 21. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person

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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lerch (US 
5,800,436). 

Regarding claim 7, although Lerch does not specifically disclose an enlarged portion near 
the inner surface of first clamping member 21, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to provide an enlarged portion near the inner surface of first clamping member 21 
since it is well known in the art to fix clamping members on a tubular shaft to prevent their 
movement on the shaft. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-4 and 1 1-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
